San Francisco, Cal., June 18.—On the 
reassembling of the Republican. State Conven- 
tion this morning, the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, ruling out coritestants 
from. San Fraticisco, Los Angeles, and 
Ventura Counties, and the report of the Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization, recom- 
mending temporary officers for permanent 
officérs of the convention, were adopted. The 
following are the chief points of the platform 
adopted: It reaffirms the principles. of

MR, BLAINE’S PLEA FOR SUBSIDIES, 


Earnestness in the advocacy of a pro- 
nounced policy is not so common a quality 
that we should refuse to make allowance 
for the one-sidedness which detracts from 
some of its effects. And Mr. Brame is so 
evidently in earnest in his plea for a re- 
vival of the subsidy system as a. means of 
stimulating the building and navigation ‘of 3 
iron steam-ships, that he overlooks the de- 
fects of his statement and uses illustrations 


New-York merchants and others, who in- 
vited him to elaborate the points presented 
in his speech at the recent dinner of the 
Chamber of Commerce, is open to this ob- 
jection. Clearly and vigorously written, 
with the strength of conviction everywhere 
apparent, it yet serves only to show the un- 
tenableness of the argument for this en- 
largement of the protective principle. 

Mr. Biatne is astonished at the indiffer- 
ence of American merchants and capitalists 
to the proposal for restoring to this country 
its maritime trade by money subsidies, to 
be granted by the Government in aid of all 
steam-ship lines, constructed and managed 
under certain conditions. He -points to a 
gigantic railroad system as evidence of 
their energy and enterprise, ‘* What 
countless millions,” he exclaims, ‘‘ New- 
York capitalists have launched in these 
great railway enterprises! And when they 
have brought the products of a continent 
to their port they resign all control to ‘the 
foreigner.” The truth is that the railroad 
system furnishes the best possible answer 
to the demand for subsidies as a policy. A 
very small part of the system,—not more 
than 3 per cent. of all. our 1 
as Baws admits,—has been 
by Congress. Other parts received 
local encouragement, in the form 
of subscriptions or loans. The greatest 
proportion represents bona fide business 
enterprise. It may with tolerable safety be 
said that the best portion of the system, 
especially that which testifies to the enor- 
mous industrial development of the last 
ten years, is almost wholly the product of 
enterprise. Its promoters did not cry for 
subsidies. They knew that, generally 
speaking, subsidized roads indicate an ab- 
normal activity and are subject to condi- 
tions which capital will not voluntarily in- 
eur; and they went on building, expending 
their own money freely, borrowing freely, 
and satisfying the need of transportation 
facilities. The experience has been a 
checkered one, but the system remains, a 
monument to the sufficiency of American 
enterprise, even when left but partially 
free to profit by its own efforts. 

Why, asks Mr. Piaine, do the men capa- 
ble of such efforts rest contented when the 
products their railroads have carried reach 
the seaboard? Not surely because they 
wait until the Government adopts Mr. 
Buaine’s subsidy policy. Not because they 
are unwilling to risk their money in enter- 
prises which seem to promise the results 
outlined by that gentleman. Looking at 
the carrying trade, by land or sea, as a mat- 
ter of business, to be governed by ordinary 
business considerations, they decline to en- 
ter into competition, for ocean traffic, with 
steam-ships cheaply built, cheaply manned, 
cheaply provided for in all possible ways.

THE BIENNIAL REMEDY, 


Whether the nlague of an extra session 
was worth enduring, by the country, for 
the sake of letting the Democratic majority 
have opportunity to sketch their own por- 
traits and make capital for the other side, 
is aquestion which may be argued plausi- 
bly, either way ; still, doing this is not what 
Congress is for.

TAKE RETURN TO PARIS. 

To-day the two chambers of the National 
Assembly of France meet as a single body 
for the purpose of revising the ninth clause 
ofthe constitational laws of 1875, which 
fixes the seat of Government at Versailles. 
There can be no doubt that they will decide 
upon the return to Paris, as it requires only 
@ majority vote of the joint body, 
and each chamber, in voting for the 
meeting of which this was the sole 
purpose, has virtually. decided in favor of 
the project. The meagre information fur- 
nished by the cable leaves us in the dark as 
to how the strong opposition supposed to 
exist. in the Senate was overcome. We 
only know that that body voted ‘‘ by a large 
majority” last Saturday in favor of the 
joint session for the necessary constitutional 
revision, and it is to be presumed that the 
Government measure stipulating national 
control of the Police of Paris was accepted. 
The resolution in favor of the return 
to the capital city was, adopted . by 
the Chamber of Deputies by the 
strong vote of 330 to 131 so long 
ago asMarch22. Thecenenittee of the Sen- 
ate to which the subject was referred some- 
what unexpectedly made an adverse report, 
and the arguments of M. Lapou.ays ral- 
lied a considerable opposition sentiment. 
A canvass by bureaus showed a decided ma- 
jority against the measure, The subject 
was postponed over the Easter holidays, the 
purposes of the Government were allowed 
to take form, and feeling appears to have 
undergone a change. At all events, the. 
meeting is to be held to amend the constitu- 
tional laws, with almosta certainty that the 
modification will be made transferring the 
seat of Government back to Paris. 

Onee more will Versailles be shorn of her 
glory ; the brief and incomplete revival of 
her old grandeur and importance will be at 
an end, and the resuscitated splendors of 
her palaces and gardens will flicker fora 
moment and go out, leaving her in the mag- 
nificent dreariness of the years before Se- 
dan.

TRAVELERS’ BAGGAGE. 


It is curious what odd things people pack | great 


in their tranks or valises wheh they goa 
journey. The Dead'Letter Office has s mu- 
seum of queer contents of letters; but a 
more remarkable one might be made by the 


clerks of court, if they couldarrange and ex-- 


hibit the matters that have been brought to 
light in suits about baggage. The general 
idea of courts is, when baggage is lost {fom 
a steam-boat or railway, to inquire whether 
the things were such as the person might 
reasonably and naturally carry for use on 
the journey he or she was taking. These 
things are, usually, clothing, money for 
traveling expenses, a few books for read- 
ing while on the way, a watch, a lady’s 
jewelry, such as she may wisely use on a 


journey, and the like. For whatever the. 


jery think a traveler might properly carry 
for personal use, the owners of the ship, 
steam-boat, or railroad are liable, unless 
there was some special arrangement for the 
traveler to take the risk. For any articles 
beyond this rule they are not supposed to 
be bound. As to hotel-keepets, their re- 
sponsibitity is broader, or used to be. -It 
wasconsidered by most courts that a pro- 
prietor of an inn or hotel was chargeable 
for all the property his guests brought with 
them under his roof. This grew to be 
rather.a hard rule, and not many years ago, 
the landlords exerted themselves to get 
laws passed changing it. And now, when 
one 18 traveling in certain States, he will 
find, in almost every hotel, notices posted 
saying that there is such a law, and that 
the proprietor keeps a safe in the office 
where guests must deposit their valuables, if 
they wish the hotel to be responsible, 
Ship-owners and railway companies are 
very ready, when a trunk is lost, to dispute 
that the traveler had any need to carry the 
things he says were init. Then the ques- 
tion is, were they articles which a traveler 
of such station in life would naturally need 
for personal use on the journey this person 
wasmaking. A lady passenger from Ireland 
by the Queenstown line of steamers brought 
a feather bed of her own with her, and it 
was lost on the way—probably fell . over- 
board fromthe tender which took the pas- 
sengers from the wharf'at Queenstown to 
the steamer. She sued for the worth of it, 
but the Judge asked her if she meant to 
sleep upon it on the voyage. She said, No, 
she was carrying it to have it in Amer- 
ica. Then, he. said, it was not bag- 
gage. A Canadian gentleman suffered 
under the same rule. He broke up house- 
keeping in Canada to go to reside in Eng- 
land; and carried in his trunks or boxes half 
a dozen sheets, blankets, and quilts.. They 
were lost, and he sued; but he admitted on 
the trial that they were not for use on the 
journey, but for housekeeping when he be- 
eame settled. The Court of Queens Bench 
adjudged the case against him. Nowadays, 
and in this part of the country, perhaps, a 
passenger could not claim that a pair of 
dueling pistols_in a man’s carpet-bag were 
part of his baggage, because he intended 
to use them on the journey. The Judge 
would be apt to say this was a case of 
“eoncealed weapons.” But such a claim 
was allowed in 1852 out West.. The Judge 
said the pistols were not carried for pur- 
poses of sale or traffic, but for the personal 
use and protection of the passenger, and 
that it was not unusual for travelers to 
earry them. Undoubtedly, a man going 
npon a hunting ora fishing excursion may 


‘earry hisrifle or fishing-tackle by cars, steam- 


boat, or stages leading to the grounds or 
returning from them; and, may get the 
value of them, as “baggage, 

lost by the carrier. “ In war times, a detach- 
ment of troops was once sent by train, with 
& surgeon in company to treat any injuries 
the men might sustain; and this surgeon 
carried the instruments he thought he might 
want. These were decided to be his bag- 


stage from Pittsburg to Wooster, in Ohio, 
earrying fifty dollars’ worth of his tools in 
his trunk.. It did not appear how or when 
he expected to usé them, but the court said 





shock of the earthquake utterly destroyed several 
thriving villages, the inhabitants of which, fleeing 
down to the shore for safety, were there over- 
whelmed by an enormous wave which was hurled 
violently in upon the coast tos distance of several 
hundred yards, stranding a number of small veesels 
in its progress. One of the fagitives, missing his 
youngest child on reaching a place of safety, gave it 
up for lost; but when he returned to the wreck of 
his house after the danger was over, he was amazed 
to find the infant lying quite unhurt amid the ruins, 
whieh had formed a kind of arch ovér it, in such a 
way as completely to proteet it from injury. 


At the suggestion of quite a number of Eng- 
lish ship-owners, Lord SalLiepury has addressed a 
remonstrance to the Ohilian Government against 
any further interference of Chilian war-vessels with 
the apparatus for loading guano on the coast of 
Peru; and, in imitation of this, certain shipping 
associations in this City and Boston have requested 
Secretary Evarrs to makéa similar appeal. It is, 
of course, sad to think that a needless quarrel be- 





tween two such small countries as Peru and Chili 


should seriously interfere with one of the great 
branches of the world’s business; for the guano- 
eatrying trade is of immense importance to ship- 
owners, not only on aecount of the occupation it 
furnishes to scores of vessels which wouid, if not so 

become competitors in trades of a higher 


- grade, but also because it provides employment for 


ships whose age prevents them from entering into 
the grain or tea trades. This, however, would seem 
to be a misfortune whieh might rightly be classed 
aga reason why arbitration, instead of war, should 
be resorted to in international disputes, rather than 
an abuse calling for the interference of outside na- 
tions. When two countries are at war with each 
other, it is the purpose of each to make it as uncom- 
fortable as possible for the other by cutting off the 
public sources of revenue. The platforms, chutes,

In more than one of its details, the murder of 
Mrs. Hct bears a eurlously-close resemblance to 
one of the most famous criminal cases of St. Peters- 
burg—that of Darya SoKOLorr, whieh occurred 
just ten years ago. One morning an early visitor 
called at a small house in one of the obscure quar- 
ters of the ca pital, occupied by a Russian officer and 
his wife, their 7-year-old son, and a hired girl 
from the country. Having knocked in vain for some 
time, he called a passing gorodovoi, (geudarme,) who 
forced the door, and found all the inmates dead, 
seemingly brained by successive blows of some 
heavy blunt instrument. Several drawers had been 
opened and rifled, but a large sum in bauk bills was 
left untouched. The sole clew was a soiled kerchief, 
such as the peasant women wear around their heads, 
thatked with the’name “Dapya,” bat an expert de- 
tective at once declared that the criminal nust have 
been an inmate of the house at the time, and 13 
months’. seareh followed, with no guide save this 
very common Christian same, through all the vil- 
lages within a day’s journey of St. Petersburg. At 
length the crime was brought home to a woman 
named Darya Soco.Lorr, who had been a servant 
in the extirpated household. She eventually con- 
fessed that she had begged a nignt’s lodging there, 
brained the inmates with a box-iron, and left the 
house with all the valuables which she could find, 
pradently avoiding the easily-traced bank bills. Her 
sentence was trfnsportation for life to Siberia. 





An eminent physician in England has recent- 
ly published a work on longevity, in which, after 
showing what has often been shown before, that the 
average life of man has been somewhat extended 
puring the present century, he gives many reasons 
for thinking that this is but the beginning of a de- 
cided prolongation in human existence, and that in 
no remote future it may be as common to hear of 
men living to a period between 80 and 90 years of 
age, as mn the past it has been to have them reach 
tlie lichitof three score years and ten.
